Traffic/Parking Reminders 

For the safety and security of the Mount community, as well as 
our Brentwood neighbors, you are requested to adhere to the 
following guidelines: 

• All vehicles parked on campus must 
have a valid parking permit. 

• Parking is permitted in 
designated marked spaces only. 

• Vehicles parked in fire zones or red 
curb areas are subject to immediate 
towing. 

Vehicles traveling to the Chalon campus from the east are 
encouraged to take Sunset Blvd. to Bundy Drive and turn 
north on Bundy. Vehicles traveling to the Chalon campus 
(including guests) are to use the "loop" in coming to and 
from the campus by traveling north on Norman Place from 
Bundy Drive and leaving campus only by turning right on 
Chalon Road and taking Bundy Drive south.

Health Services now has flu vaccines available for students. 
The best time to receive your flu shot is October and 
November and, fortunately, this year, there is an adequate 
supply of flu vaccine. 

The Flu vaccine is recommended for people who are at risk 
of serious influenza or its complications, and for people 
who can spread influenza to those at high risk (including 
all household members). Even if you are not at high risk, 
you may want to get a flu shot to avoid the chance of 
contracting the flu and then missing classes because of 
the symptoms it causes: chills, fever, headache, muscle 
and body aches, and fatigue. 

The Centers for Disease Control and the U.S. Department 
of Health and Human Services recommends the flu vaccine 
to anyone who wishes to reduce the chances of getting the 
flu. The cost of the flu shot is $12. Call Chalon Health 
Services, X4110, for an appointment.

Health Update! Vitamin* 

It's possible and preferable to get all of your nutrients and minerals from a healthy and balanced diet. The problem is that nearly 
half of all Americans fall short in bey vitamins and minerals. Therefore, a vitamin supplement may be indicated. 

Who should consider t airing a multivitamin? 

1. People over the age of 60. Aging itself may make it more arduous to absorb and utilize certain vitamins and nutrients. 
These include: vitamins D, C, B6, B12, folic Acid, zinc, calcium, and magnesium. 

2. Women of childbearing age. These women especially need 400 IU of folate (folic acid) which has been shown to prevent 
neural tube defects in babies. 

3. Pregnant and breast-feeding women. See #2. 

4. Strict vegetarians who eat no animal products may not get enough vitamin B12, zinc, iron, and calcium. 

5. People trying to lose weight, and well as smokers and heavy drinkers. 

6. Anyone not eating a balanced diet; this category probably includes the majority of our students. Vou should be eating 
at least 5 fruits and vegies per day, whole grains, low-fat dairy products, fish, and lean meats and poultry. Vou should also be 
drinking at least 6-8 glasses of water per day. The B vitamins play a role reducing the risk of heart disease, and more 
recent studies show even Alzheimer's disease. Folic Acid may help prevent cervical and colon cancer. Calcium and vitamin D 

are necessary to prevent osteoporosis. 

There are many good mutlivitamins on the market. Check with your healthcare 
provider to find out what's right for you.

Is using a sauna or steam room good for you? I 
believe that the answer will surprise you. I think if 
I surveyed most people here at MSMC, they 
would probably say that going into a sauna is 
beneficial to your body. But is this really true? 

Being in the sauna or steam room dramatically increases you heart 
rate. Does that mean that it provides the same cardiovascular 
benefits as exercise? Not at all. Sitting in a sauna room won't 
make you fit. The excessive heat makes your heart beat faster, 
causing extra blood to be pumped to the skin which increases your 
sweat production and cools you down. It not only has no 
cardiovascular benefits, it will NOT cause you to lose weight. 
Sauna treatments remove water and salt from the body, but these 
losses are temporary and are quickly regained. Can using a sauna 
be dangerous to your body? For some people, it can be. The 
extreme heat can cause your heart rate to double within 10 minutes 
and your blood pressure to drop precipitously. This can be a 
dangerous scenario for someone with a heart condition or 
someone taking blood pressure medications. Even if you are 
healthy, staying too long in a sauna can cause you to faint. It can 
also be dangerous to pregnant women. 

Despite commercial claims the steam room will NOT cleanse your 
skin and remove "toxins" or "impurities." The heat does increase 
blood flow to the skin's surface and thereby it may give you a 
"healthy glow." But the sweating you have from being in the sauna 
will not cleanse your body as effectively as a warm shower with 
good old soap.

February is Black History Month 

The Women's Leadership Program would 

like to take this opportunity to recognize 

the efforts of some of the most amazing 

women in American history. The woman 

we've chosen to celebrate this week is Sojourner Truth 

(Isabella Baumfree). 




Isabella "was sold several times and suffered many hardships 
under slavery, but her mother endowed her with a deep, 
unwavering Christian faith that carried her through these trials 
for her entire life. 

Forced to submit to the will of her third master, John Dumont, 
Isabella married an older slave named Thomas. Dumont had 
promised Isabella freedom a year before the state 
emancipation. When Dumont reneged on his promise, Isabella 
ran away with her infant son. 

Isabella Baumfree changed her name to Sojourner Truth and 
walked through Long Island and Connecticut, preaching "God's 
truth and plan for salvation." After months of travel, she arrived 
in Northampton, MA, and joined the Utopian community "The 
Northampton Association for Education and Industry, "where she 
met and worked with abolitionists such as William Lloyd 
Garrison, Frederick Douglass and Olive Gilbert. Her dictated 
memoirs were published in 1 850 as The Narrative of Sojourner 
Truth: A Northern Slave. 

She eventually added abolitionism and women's suffrage to her 
oratory, often giving personal testimony about her experiences 
as a slave. In 1 851 , she spoke at a women's convention in Akron, 
Ohio. The legendary phrase, "Ain't I a Woman?" was associated 
with Truth after this speech. 

After the Civil War ended, she worked tirelessly to aid the 
new |y.freed southern slaves. Truth continued preaching and 
lecturing until ill health forced her to retire." - Text dervied from:

February is Black History Month 

The Women's Leadership Program would 

like to take this opportunity to recognize 

the efforts of some of the most amazing 

women in American history. The woman we've chosen to 

celebrate this week is Nina Simone. 

"Eunice Waymon was born in Tryon, North Carolina as the sixth 
of seven children in a poor family. The child prodigy played 
piano at the age of four. With the help of her music teacher, she 
continued her general and musical education. She studied at the 
Julliard School of Music in New York. Combining Bachian 
counterpoint, the improvisational approach of jazz and the 
modulations of the blues, her talent could no longer be ignored. 
When four black children were killed in the bombing of a church 
in Birmingham in 1 963, Nina wrote Mississippi Goddam, a bitter 
and furious accusation of the situation of her people in the USA. 
She uses her voice with its remarkable timbre and her careful 
piano playing as means to achieve her artistic aim: to express 
love, hate, sorrow, joy, loneliness - the whole range of human 
emotions - through music, in a direct way. 

Disgusted with record companies, show business and racism, she 
left the USA in 1 974 for Barbados. During the following years 
she lived in Liberia, Switzerland, Paris, The Netherlands and 
finally the South of France, where she resided until the time of 
her death. 

On October 7, 1 999 she received a Lifetime Achievement in 
Music Award in Dublin. In 2000 she received Honorary 
Citizenship to Atlanta (May 26), the Diamond Award for 
Excellence in Music from the Association of African American 
Music in Philadelphia (June 9) and the Honorable Musketeer 
Award from the Compagnie des Mousquetaires d'Armagnac in 
France (August 7). 

Dr. Simone passed away after a long illness at her home in her 
villa in Carry-le-Rouet (South of France) on April 21, 2003. As 
she had wished, her ashes were spread in different African 
countries."
